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of such injury or damage, stating the place where 
such injury or damage occurred, describing the in-
sufficiency or want of repair which occasioned such 
injury or damage, and that he or she, so injured or 
damaged, will claim satisfaction of such town. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

AN ACT to provide for laying out streets in the village of West 
Depere, Brown county. 

The people of the State of Wieconsin, represented 
in Senate and Aesembly, do enact as follows:

of West Depere, in Brown county, the streets there- 
of shall be laid out in a direct line and of equal width 
with the streets adjoining said addition. 

SEcriox 2. Whenever the board of trustees of said Limits of 
village, shall deem it necessary to take certain lands :r . :nre rfc;': 
within said village for public use, in accordance with lands taken. 

chaptertwo hundred and seventy-eight (278). of the 
general laws of 1873, the damages assessed by the 
jury appointed in accordance with the provisions of 
said chapter, shall in no case exceed in amount the 
value of an equal amount of land adjoining the said 
land so used for public use, as determined by the last 
assessment-roll. 

SEcrioN 3. All acts, or parts of acts conflicting 
with sections one (1) and two (2) of this act are here-
by repealed. 

SECTION 4. This act shall take effect and be in force Repealed. 
from and after its passage and publication.
